Farm Telephones Practicable. 


The farmer must be a business man 


and should be connected with the 
world. But few farmers can live near 
a telegraph office and the telephone of- 
fers direct communication. 
If the far- 


mer need the doctor or groceries, or 
repair for machinery, he is in instant 
communication with these people, and 
in a rainy day or during the winter 
when the roads are well-night impas- 
sable, the farmer can do business with 
the cattle dealer, or any business men 
in the city. 


Telephones are cheap now and can 
i 


be bought for $10 to |15 and the lines , 
can be put in by subscription. Poles 
can be bought very cheaply, and ought 
to be from 20 to 25 feet long. 8 inches 
in diameter at the base, and placed 200 
feet apart. 
This would mean 25 poles 


to the mile. 
Good wire costs $2.25 per 


100 pounds, and nobs 75c. The total 
cost will be about $17.75 per mile. Any 
farmer who once uses the telephone 
will never be without it again. 
It 


adds life to the community and is an 
education and a step toward a better 
civilization. 


Potato 


Blight on potatoes cannot be pre- 


vented before planting, as the germ of 
the disease lives iu the trber. Precau- 
tions should be taken, however, not to 
use for seed any potato which when 
cut is not clem- and white. When the 
vines are about six inches high, spray 
them with Bordeaux mixture. Two or 
three sprayings during the season will 
usually be sufficient, unless the blight 
is unusually bad, when the mixture 
should be made stronger and the 
spraying be more frequently done. 


-V Fooil Hint. 


Small fruits and vegetables are lux- 


uries which farmers may have at the 
cost of a little tnv«> and labor, but city 
folk pay for them in money earned by 
labor much harder than that you ex- 
pend 111 raising them. 
Don't live on 


pork and potatoes when such food as 
bern s and fresh vegetables can be 
used -t so small a cost. 


llal«c Your Own Fork. 


\Vliether each farmer should deter- 


mine to breed his own hogs or not he 
should nevertheless raise his pork at 
home. 
He may decide tha.. it is best 


to buy n pair of .good looking pigs at 
the beginning of each year, 
confine 


them in close quarters and push them 
throucrh the year. 
There is always a 


quantity of slops and scraps from the 
kitchen which can be utilized by the 
arrowing pigs that might otherwise go 
to waste. 
Auy farmer can raise 000 


pounds of pork every year, 
and 
so 


cheaply as to hardly feel the cost be- 
yond the little time devoted each day 
to the care of the- pigs in the pen. Yet 
the same amount of cured meat pur- 
chased from his merchant would cost 
him between forty and fifty dollars. 
There are quite a number of farmers 
in ray neighborhood, 
having 
small 


families, who pen two or three shoats 
in February each year, keep 
them 


closolv permed during the following 
months, and at the proper time have 
splendid hosrs for slaughter. 
The 


health of those pigs confined in clean, 
dry pens, is perfect, and they are nev- 
fi- known to have any kind of disease. 
The daily slops from the kitchen, and 
liberal supplies of forage crops, such 
as soi-ghum, pea-vines, etc.. during the 
veav. mnke their meat with but little 
cost. 
Too mnr>Y farmers have an er- 


roneotis idea that In order to 
raise 


meat at home it i* nece^ary to breed 
fa^li year n l.irse number of hoes

Proper Mating: of Fowls. 


More or less is heard in favor of in- 


breeding as well -as against it, and 
without doubt much of the trouble 
with run-down flocks is due, not to in- 
breeding simply, but to close breeding, 
or in other words, too close a relation- 
ship between 
hen and 
cocks. 
Of 


course in buying a pen of pure bred 
birds the chances are largely in favor 
of getting stock which is closely re-i 
lated, and constant breeding from such 
a pen is apt to cause the mischief 
which comes from too close relation- 
ship. 


If your male is a good bird and pure 


bred, new blood may be introduced by 
buying good hens not related, or at 
least distantly related to the male. 
This may be done by buying the fowls 
from a different breeder, though even 
then one is not absolutely certain of 
the blood being unrelated. 
Judicious 


breeding may be done by keeping two 
pens of fowls of the same breed, but 
not related, matiag the pullets from 
one pen with cocks from the other, 
and vice versa. 
While it is true that 


this is inbresding, it is not of the kind 
that is injurious, and if care is taken 
to keep tlie birds 
from each 
yard 


strictly separate theie is no reason why 
satisfactory matings may not be had 
in this way for an indefinite period. 
Thus \ou will be reasonably sure that 
the relationship is not too close for 
profitable results.

u' CUieUs Out of the Shell. 


A lady -who always succeeds with her 


poultry says she frequently saves the 
life of chicks that have not strength 
to pip their shell, by breaking it and 
hatching them herself. She waits until 
the hen is about ready to leave the 
nest, then carefully tests the eggs that 
are left. 
If she finds one containing a 


full grown chick, she gently and per- 
sistently taps about the large end of 
egg until she locates the bill, by its 
more hollow sound. 
At this point she 


carefully breaks the shell and if the 
chick is living gradually releases it. 
She claims to have saved many chicks 
in this way. When I have attempted 
her method, writes Plarissa Potter, I 
sometimes have found a living chick, 
but failing to break the shell at just 
the right point it soon bleeds to death. 


Which EKK« Arc Fertile. 


The statement is often made that 


eggs from old hens are best for hatch- 
ing. 
Recent experiments at the Utah 


station indicate the contrary, so far at 
least as concerns the per cent, of fer- 
tile eggs. 
The comparative size and 


strength of the chicks is not stated. 
The percentage of fertility was highest 
with the early hatched pullets and low- 
est with the old hens, though the re- 
sults are not conclusive. 
The fertility 


of eggs averaging five days old was 300 
per cent, higher than of eggs averaging 
twenty-two days bid.

Sheep For Profit. 


Vnder the 
present 
conditions 
to 


make sheep profitable, they should be 
kept both for wool aud mutton. 
Iu 


doint; this, care should be takeu not 
to c-ull out the best and sell lo the 
butclu-r. ami this should apply to the 
lambs as well as to the mature sheep. 
Vnder average conditions the sheep 
that will make the best mutton will 
also grow the best fleece of wool. If 
the quality of tlie flock is to be im- 
proved, not only should a well bred 
ram be used, but make a. careful se- 
lection of ewes, and one of the best 
wnys of securing choice ewes, is to 
pick out a sutlicient number of the 
very best ewe lambs and keep them to 
take the place of older and less desira- 
ble ones in the fall-.

VETERINARY. 


RYE FODDER.—W. D. L, wants to 


know if feeding rye that was <ut la 
the bloom to tows in calf would caust 
abortion. 
If it lo fed along with some 


bay or straw and free from ergot (th» 
rye fungus), there U no danger. 
It 


nas been fed to cows when badly af- 
fecied with ergot and has not caused 
abortion If they were fed a grain ra- 
tion along with it. 
Abortion ifi usu 


ally caused by the poor quality of the 
fodder and not by the ergot. 


CRACKED HOOFS.—D. C. XL has a 


horse which has a crack in its hoof; it 
began at the top. 
Take a hoof knife 


and cut a piece oul of the hoof at the 
top. let it extend about one inch back 
from the crack on each side and one 
int-h downward, pare it down to the 
quick, and put on some tar to keep out 
the dirt; also put on a bar shoe. 
In 


time a new hoof will grown down solid. 
The horse should not work durlcg thi» 
time. 


INJURED HOCK JOINT.—G. D. C. 


has a horse which got kicked on the 
hock joint; the horse is very lame and 
there is a great discharge of matter 
from it. 
Mix 1 dr chloride of zinc in 


cold water 1 pt; shake, inject a littla 
into the opening twice a day. 
Mix 


cantharides 2 dr and lard l% oz, rub 
a little of this on the swollen part, 
keeping it away from the sore parts; 
repeat this every week. 


GRUBS IN THE BACK OF CAT- 


TLE.— H. C. N. wants to know If there 
is a remedy for destroying grubs in tho 
backs of cattle. 
There is no medi- 


cine that will destroy the grub without 
blistering the skin of the cow. 
The 


best method is to scrape off the top of 
lump and press out the grub by placing 
the thumb of each hand at the base 
of the lump and squeeze. 
After the 


grub is out the part will soon heal. 
The grub comes out of its own accord 
in the latter part of May or early in 
June. 


NEW PROG.—J. wants to know if 


the frog of a horse's foot will grew 
again if the old one comes off. 
If the 


structures beneath the frog 
remain 


healthy a new frog 
will grow 
out. 


Keep the foot clean and rub the frog 
well once a day with a little vaseline. 
Also mix 2 dr cantharides with 1^ oz 
of lard and rub a little of this around 
the coronet (where the hair and hoof 
meet) once a week. 
This will stim- 


ulate the growth of hoof and frog. 


BROKEN WIND.—M. B. wants to 


know if there is any difference between 
•broken wind and roaring in a horse. 
Broken wind is the term applied to a 
heavy horse, but horsemen usually ap- 
ply the name broken wind to horses 
which have a difficulty in breathing. 
Roaring and whistling are terms ap- 
plied when a horse makes a noise 
when he breathes, and are usually the 
result of a deranged state of the ani- 
mal's throat. 


SLOBBERING.—R. H. R. has horsea 


which are affected by slobbering fiom 
eating clean hay, the second crop. 
This is n very uncommon occurrence. 
There must be some irritating weeds 
among the hay, as even dry white 
clover will not 
cause slobbers 
in 


horses. 
We would have to know the 


cause before prescribing. 
Would ad- 


vise to examine the mouths of the 
horses as it is possible that they may 
be sore from some other cause and 
if they are not sore withhold the hay 
for a few days to find out if the hay 
is the cause, and let us know. 


NERVOUS SPELLS,—S. B. has a 


mare which is 
subject to nervous 


spells, so much so that she can hardly 
be harnessed. 
Also a colt which cribs 


and is hidebound. 
Give the mare 1 


oz aloes, 1 oz ginger and 1 oz carbon- 
ate of soda dissolved in % pt boiling 
water, then add % pt more of cold 
•water and give at one dose. 
When 


this operates give her 1 oz of the bro- 
mide of potassium in a bran mash 
twice a day for one week, then skip a 
week and give again if needed. 
Give 


the colt 1 pt raw linseed oil at a dose, 
also boil one-half a teacupful of flax- 
seed into a pulp and while hot pour 
it on 3 qts bran and make a mash of it. 
Give it a mash of this kind once a day 
for one month. 
Also mix 3 oz sul- 


phate of iron, 3 oz nitrate of potassium 
and~oTvide into 24 doses. 
Put one in 


the above mash until all are taken. 
Place a piece of rock salt where he can 
get it when he wants it. 


RETENTION OF THE PLACENTA. 


—Mrs. C. G. M. has a heifer which has 
retention of the placenta. 
After the 


third day the placenta should be re- 
moved by the hand and the parts wash- 
ed out with warm water. 
Then mix 


2 teaspoonfuls of carbolic acid in 1 qt 
of warm water and inject it into the 
part. 
Also give the cow 1 oz tincture 


chloride of iron at a dose 3 times a 
day in gruel for a week. 


TUBERCULOSIS.—W. B. F. has had 


some cows which died and on examin- 
ing them their lungs were found in a 
diseased condition. 
This diaease is 


hereditary from parents to offspring. 
It is also contagious to a certain ex- 
tent and may be communicated from 
one to the other by eating out of the 
came trough, drinking from the same 
tank, etc. 
Have the remainder of 


your cattle tested by tuberculin and if 
they are diseased have them all de- 
stroyed and all the straw and other 
movable stuff taken away and burned 
and tho woodwork of the sheds washed 
with a solution made up with crude 
carbolic acid 1 gal to 60 of water. 
Then you can get In a fresh lot with- 
out any danger of contracting tba dis- 
ease.

Farm Telephones Practicable. 


The farmer must be a business man 


and should be connected 
with the 


world. But few farmers can live near 
a telegraph office and the telephone of- 
fers direct communication. 
If the far- 


mer need the doctor or groceries, or 
repair for machinery, he is in instant 
communication with these people, and 
in a rainy day or during the winter 
when the roads are well-night impas- 
sable, the farmer c&n do business with 
the cattle dealer, or any business men 
in the city. 


Telephones are cheap now and can 


be bought for $10 to $15 and the lines 
can be put in by subscription. Poles 
can be bought very cheaply, and ought 
to be from 20 to 25 feet long. 8 inches 
in diameter at the base, and placed 200 
feet apart. 
This would mean 25 poles 


to the mile. 
Good wire costs $2.25 per 


100 pounds, and nobs 75c. The total 
cost will be about $17.75 per mile. Any 
farmer who once uses the telephone 
will never be without it again. 
It 


adds life to the community and is an 
education and a step toward a better 
civilization. 


"A WINTER HOG HOUSE." 


Lie, so they may be taken out and 
changed to make larger or smaller 
pens, as you like, or throw them all 
into cue pen if you desire. This can

Potato Hlierht. 


Blight on potatoes cannot be pre- 


vented before planting, as the germ of 
the disease lives in the trber. Precau- 
tions should be taken, however, not to 
use for seed any potato which when 
cut is not clear and white. When the 
vines are about six inches high, spray 
them with Bordeaux mixture. Two or 
three sprayings during the season will 
usually be sufficient, unless the blight 
is unusually bad, when the mixture 
should be made stronger and the 
spraying be more frequently done. 


A Fooil Hint. 


Small fruits and vegetables are lux- 


uries which farmers may have at the 
cost of a little tnve and labor, but city 
folk pay for thorn in money earned by 
labor much harder than that you ex- 
pend in raising them. 
Don't live on 


pork and potatoes when such food as 
bern s and fresh vegetables can be 
used -t so small a cost.

Whether each farmer should deter- 


mine to breed his own hogs or not he 
should nevertheless raise his pork at 
home. 
He may decide tha.. it is best 


to buy n pair of .good looking pigs at 
the beginning of each year, 
confine 


them in close quarters and push them 
turoueh the year. 
There is always a 


quantity of slops and scraps from the 
kitchen which can be utilized by the 
arrowing pigs that might otherwise go 
to waste. 
Any farmer can raise 000 


pounds of pork every year, and 
so 


cheaply as to hardly feel the cost be- 
yond the little time devoted each day 
to the care of the pigs in the pen. Yet 
the same amount of cured meat pur- 
chased from his merchant would cost 
him between forty and fifty dollars. 
There are quite a number of farmers 
in my neighborhood, 
having 
small 


families, who pen two or three shouts 
in February each year, keep 
them 


closelv penned during the following 
months, and at the proper time have 
splendid hosrs for slaughter. 
The 


health of those pigs confined in clean, 
dry pens, is perfect, and they are nev- 
f»r known to have any kind of disease. 
The daily slops from the kitchen, and 
liberal supplies oT forage crop^. such 
as sorghum, pea-vines, etc.. during the 
year, make their menf with but little 
cost. 
Too mar>v farmers have an er- 


roneows idea that in order to 
raise 


meat at home it i* nece^ai-y to breed 
pa^h vear n l.irse number of lines 
hare extensive nn'-tnrage nnd extra 
rril« of corn, 
^ni brood sow is quite

heads, throai and under the wings of 
old lurkeys. 
Grease wiih lard or un- 


salted grease al! tae small turkeys and 
return ihem to the pen. and feed, for 
first week, hard-boiled eggs chopped 
fine, chopped lettuce and onions, raw 
or boiled. 
Feed hens grain and some 


scft food. 
For regular feed after first 


week make curds of buttermilk or clab- 
ber, 
scalded and pressed dry from 


whey. 
Sprinkle occasionally 
with 


red pepper. 
Also feed plain corn 


cake, unsalted, crumbled 
fine 
and 


moistened with a little water or sweet 
milk: these are the proper foods for 
young turkeys. 
Feed four or five 


times a day, in an earthenware plate 
or vessel. 
Turkeys are fastidious as 


to clean platters and food. 
If eggs 


are not practicable for diet for the first 
week substitute the curds. 
Do not 


give raw meal dough, buttermilk or 
sour milk. 
These produce diarrhea 


and this disease is the mortal foe of 
the turks. 


If it be damp or rainy weather keep 


the turkeys inside the pen for a week, 
housing them m the nesting coops at 
night. 
After that period let them out 


every morning after the dew has dried 
off. shutting them up early in the ev- 
ening. 
Wet, cold quarters, sudden 


showers and early dew baths will pro- 
duce diarrhoea and slay the young 
turks right and left.

Proper Mating of Foivla. 


More or less is heard in favor of in- 


breeding as well -as against it, and 
without doubt much of the trouble 
with run-down flocks is due, not to in- 
breeding simply, but to close breeding, 
or in other words, too close a relation- 
ship between hen and 
cocks. 
Of 


course in buying a pen of pure bred 
birds the chances are largely in favor 
of getting stock which is closely re-i 
lated, and constant breeding from such 
a pen is apt to cause the mischief 
which comes from too close relation- 
ship. 


If your male is a good bird and pure 


bred, new blood may be introduced by 
buying good hens not related, or at 
least distantly related to the male. 
This may be done by buying the fowls 
from a different breeder, though even 
then one is not absolutely certain of 
the blood being unrelated. 
Judicious 


breeding may be done by keeping two 
pens of fowls of the same breed, but 
not related, mating the pullets from 
one pen with cocks from the other, 
and vice versa. 
While it is true that 


this is inbresding, it is not of the kind 
that is injurious, and if care is taken 
to keep the birds 
from each 
yard 


strictly separate theie is no reason why 
satisfactory matings may not be had 
in this way for an indefinite period. 
Thus jou will be reasonably sure that 
the relationship is not too close for 
profitable results. 


K CUieks Oat of the Shell. 


A lady -who always succeeds with her 


poultry says she freQuently saves the 
life of chicks that have not strength 
to pip their shell, by breaking it and 
hatching them herself. She waits until 
the hen is about ready to leave the 
nest, then carefully tests the eggs that 
are left. 
If she finds one containing a 


full grown chick, she gently and per- 
sistently taps about the large end of 
egg until she locates the bill, by its 
more hollow sound. 
At this point she 


carefully breaks the shell and if the 
chick is living gradually releases it. 
She claims to have saved many chicks 
in this way. When I have attempted 
her method, writes Plarissa Potter, I 
sometimes have found a living chick, 
but failing to break the shell at just 
the right point it soon bleeds to death. 


Which EJSK«I Arc Fertile. 


The statement is often made that 


eggs from old hens are best for hatch- 
ing. 
Recent experiments at the Utah 


station indicate the contrary, so far at 
least as concerns the per cent, of fer- 
tile eggs. 
The comparative size and 


strength of the chicks is not stated. 
The percentage of fertility was highest 
with the early hatched pullets and low- 
est with the old hens, though the re- 
sults are not conclusive. 
The fertility 


of eggs averaging five days old was 300 
per cent, higher than of eggs averaging 
twenty-two days old.

Newly hatched chickens should never 


be fed \\.th corn meal even though it 
is scalded. 
A very good feed for the 


first two or three weeks is crackers 
or stale bread softened in hot water, 
or milk. 
They sfcculd bo fed at loaai 


four times a day. 


Sheep For Profit. 


ITnder the 
present 
conditions 
to 


make sheep profitable, they should be 
kept both for wool and mutton. 
In 


doing this, care should be takeu not 
to c-ull out the best and sell to the 
buiclu-r. ami this should apply to the 
lambs as well as to the mature sheep. 
Vader average conditions the sheep 
that will make the best mutton will 
also grow the best fleece of wool. If 
the quality of the flock is to be im- 
proved, not only should a well bred 
ram be used, but make a careful se- 
lection of ewes, and one of the best 
ways of securing choice ewes, is to 
pick out a sutlicient number of the 
very best ewe lanibs and keep them to 
take the place of older and less desira- 
ble ones in the fall-.

VETERINARY. 


RYE FODDER.—W. D. U wants to 


know if fefeding rye that w&s cut in 
the bloom to tows in calf would caust 
abortion. 
If ii io led along with some 


bay or straw ana tret from ergot (th« 
rye fungus), there in no danger. 
It 


nas been fed to cows when badly af- 
fected with ergot and has not caused 
abortion If they were fed a grain ra- 
tion along with it. 
Abortion is usu 


ally caused by the poor quality of the 
fodder and not by the ergot. 


CRACKED HOOFS—D. C. XL has a 


horse which has a crack in its hoof; it 
began at the top. 
Take a hoof knife 


and cut a piece oul of the hoof at the 
top. let it extend about one inch back 
from the crack on each side and oae 
inch downward, pare it down to the 
quick, and put on some tar to keep out 
tie dirt; also put on a bar shoe. 
In 


time a new hoof will grown down solid. 
The horse should not work durlcg thia 
time. 


INJURED HOCK JOINT.—G. D. C. 


has a horse which got kicked on the 
hock joint; the horse is very lame and 
there is a great discharge of matter 
from it. 
Mix 1 dr chloride of zinc in 


cold water 1 pt; shake, inject a littla 
into the opening twice a day. Mix 
cantharides 2 dr and lard 1% oz, rub 
a little of this on the swollen part, 
keeping it away from the sore parts; 
repeat this every week, 


GRUBS IN THE BACK OP CAT- 


TLE.—H. C. N. wants to know if there 
is a remedy for destroying grubs in tho 
backs of cattle. 
There is no medi- 


cine that will destroy the grub without 
blistering the skin of the cow. 
The 


best method is to scrape off the top of 
lump and press out the grub by placing 
the thumb of each hand at the base 
of the lump and squeeze. 
After the 


grub is out the part will soon heal. 
The grub comes out of its own accord 
in the latter part of May or early in 
June. 


NEW FROG.—J. wants to know if 


the frog of a horse's foot will grew 
again if the old one comes off. 
If the 


structures beneath the frog remain 
healthy a new frog 
will grow out. 


Keep the foot clean and rub the frog 
well once a day with a little vaseline. 
Also mix 2 dr cantharides with 1% oz 
of lard and rub a little of this around 
the coronet (where the hair and hoof 
meet) once a week. 
This will stim- 


ulate the growth of hoof and frog. 


BROKEN WIND.—M. B. wants to 


know if there is any difference between 
•broken wind and roaring in a horse. 
Broken wind is th« term applied to a 
heavy horse, but horsemen usually ap- 
ply the name broken wind to horses 
which have a difficulty in breathing.

SLOBBERING.—R. H. R. has horsea 


which are affected by slobbering fiom 
eating clean hay, the second crop. 
This is .1 very uncommon occurrence. 
There must be some irritating weeds 
among the hay, as even dry white 
clover will not 
cause slobbers 
in 


horses. 
We would have to know the 


cause before prescribing. 
Would ad- 


vise to examine the mouths of the 
horses as it is possible that they may 
be sore from some other cause and 
if they are not sore withhold the hay 
for a few days to find out if the hay 
is the cause, and let us know. 


NERVOUS SPELLS.—S. B. has a 


mare which is 
subject to nervous 


spells, so much so that she can hardly 
be harnessed. 
Also a colt which cribs 


and is hidebound. 
Give the mare 1 


oz aloes, 1 oz ginger and 1 oz carbon- 
ate of soda dissolved in % pt boiling 
water, then add % pt more of cold 
water and give at one dose. 
When 


this operates give her 1 oz of the bro- 
mide of potassium in a bran mash 
twice a day for one week, then skip a 
week and give again if needed. 
Give 


the colt 1 pt raw linseed oil at a dose, 
also boil one-half a teacupful of flax- 
seed into a pulp and while hot pour 
it on 3 qts bran and make a mash of it. 
Give it a mash of this kind once a day 
for one month. 
Also mix 3 oz sul- 


phate of iron, 3 oz nitrate of potassium 
and~oTvlde into 24 doses. 
Put one in 


the above mash until all are taken. 
Place a piece of rock salt where he can 
get it when he wants it. 


RETENTION OF THE PLACENTA. 


—Mrs. C. G. M. has a heifer which has 
retention of the placenta. 
After the 


third day the placenta should be re- 
moved by the hand and the parts wash- 
ed out with warm water. 
Then mix 


2 teaspoonfuls of carbolic acid in 1 qt 
of warm water and inject it into the 
part. 
Also give the cow I oz tincture 


chloride of iron at a dose 3 times a 
day in gruel for a week. 


TUBERCULOSIS.—W. B. F. has had 


some cows which died and on examin- 
ing them their lungs were found in a 
diseased condition. 
This diaease is 


hereditary from parents to offspring. 
It is also contagious to a certain ex- 
tent and may be communicated from 
one to the other by eating out of the 
same trough, drinking from the same 
tank, etc. Have the remainder of 
your cattle tested by tuberculin and if 
they are diseased have them all de- 
stroyed and all the straw and other 
movable stuff taken away and burned 
and the woodwork of the sheds washed 
with a solution made up with crude 
carbolic acid 1 gal to 60 of water. 
Then you can get In a fresh lot with- 
out any danger of contracting the dis- 
ease.

Washington, May Jl.—The secretary

the surrender of Aguinaldo's forces and 
the restoration of peace. 


The proposed government is to be more 


civil than military, and somewhat simi- 
lar, although a little more liberal even, 
than that now In operation in Porto 
Rico. The head of the government will 
be a governor, whose functions will be 
civil, although he may'be a military man. 
There will be an advisory council, com- 
posed of natives of the Philippine^, 
whose business it will be to confer with 
the governor on official matters and sug- 
. gest changes in the manner of exercis- 


ing authority. 


The local governments will be entirely 


in the hands of the natives, subject to 
certain supervision by the American au- 
thorities. The plan proposed amounts 
practically to an autonomous system, 
and it is believed here that it 'ivill be 
acceptable to the natives. It will con- 
tinue only un,til congress decides what 
shall be the character of the permanent 
government of the islands. 


While the officials of the administra- 


tion say that they have had no informa- 
tion from President Schurman or Gen- 
eral Otis for several days as to the sit- 
uation In the Philippines, confidence is 
expressed that the absence ot" news 
means that negotiations for peace are 
being conducted.

A TALE OF THE LOBBY. 


How a Woman Obtained in Advance an Im- 


Iiortant Supreme Court Decteion. 


Some years ago the widow of a 


famous union general was intimate 
with the wife and daughters of a jus- 
tice of the Supreme court, and was ai 
familiar with their home in Washing- 
ton, as with her own, which was in the 
immediate neighborhood. She was al- 
so intimate with the family of a prom- 
inent and popular lobbyist who was 
supposed to represent Jay Gould, C. P. 
Huntington and other men of large In- 
terests whenever anything concerned 
them in congress. All the parties are 
now dead, except the lady in the case, 
whom I will call Mrs. Smitn, relates 
W. E. Curtis. She was a handsome, 
ambitious and frivolous woman, whose 
husband committed suicide by drown- 
ing himself in his bathtub. She lived 
a gay life afterward, but managed to 
keep many of her old friends. Know- 
ing her love of money and the fact that 
her income did not keep pace with her 
expense, the lobbyist told her that h€ 
would give her f 10,000 if she could get 
him a copy of tue opinion which the 
justice was expected to deliver in the 
Supreme court on the following Mon- 
day, involving the constitutionality ol 
the Thurman Pacific railroad law. He 
told her that he knew the opinion was 
in manuscript, and believed that the 
Judge had it locked up in the desk in 
his library. 


Sunday morning, as soon as she saw 


the justice and his family start for 
church, she went across the street, 
around Thomas circle, rang the- bell 
and told the servant that she wanted 
to look at a book in the justice's li- 
brary. As she was accustomed to go 
about the house almost daily they 
thought nothing of it, and she was al- 
lowed to remain undisturbed in the

"This letter was returned by the sec-

"Has there been any change in the

Washington. May Jl.—The secretary 


of state has telegraphed to President 
Schurmaaof the Philippine commission, 
by direction of President McKinley. a 
sjtatement of the character of govern- 
ment that the UnltefJ States will be will- 
ing to establish in the Philippines after 
the surrender of Aguinaldo's forces and 
the restoration of peace. 


The proposed government is to be more 


civil than military, and somewhat simi- 
lar, although a little more liberal even, 
than that now in operation in Porto 
Rico. The head of the government will 
be a governor, whose functions will be 
civil, although he maybe a military man. 
There will be an advisory council, com- 
posed of natives of the Philippine^, 
whose business it will be to confer with 
the governor on official matters and sug- 
gest changes in the manner of exercis- 
ing authority. 


The local governments will be entirely 


In the hands of the natives, subject to 
certain supervision by the American au- 
thorities. 
The plan proposed amounts 


practically to an autonomous system, 
and it is believed here that it '.vill be 
acceptable to the natives. It will con- 
tinue only un,til congress decides what 
shall be the character of the permanent 
government of the islands. 


While the officials of the administra- 


tion say that they have had no informa- 
tion from President Schurman or Gen- 
eral Otis for several days as to the sit- 
uation in the Philippines, confidence is 
expressed that the absence of news 
means that negotiations for peace are 
being conducted. President Schurman 
was instructed 
to communicate to 


Aguinaldo or his authorized agents the 
propositions of the United States in re- 
Card to the character of the government 
to be established when peace was se- 
cured, and it is practically certain that 
he Is now conferring with the Filippinos 
on that subject. 


KLONDIKE IS A FAILURE. 


MUford, N. H., May 11.— A letter writ- 


ten April 16 by Louis R. Lovejoy of this 
pliice, who has been among the gold 
seekers of the Klondike, has Just been 
received here. Mr. Lovejoy writes that 
there arc thousands of provisionless peo- 
ple in the Big Salmon section, whose only 
hope is to go down the stream when the 
r'ver opens and be sent home by the 
eovernment. He thinks he would be bet- 
ter off at Milford, as there is little chance 
Cor work where he is, and living expenses 
are "frightful." Prices are about $1.50 
per pound for all commodities, the cost 
being based mainly on freight charges. 
No new discoveries have been made in 
months, says Mr. Lovejoy, and he sums 
up his experiences Jn the statement that 
the country is a failure.

A TALE OF THE LOBBY. 


How a Woman Obtained in Advance »n Im- 


portant 8ii])reiiie Court DecUlon- 


Some years ago the widow of a 


famous union general was intimate 
with the wife and daughters Of a jus- 
tice of the Supreme court, and was at 
familiar with their home in Washing- 
ton, as with her own, which was in th« 
immediate neighborhood. She was al- 
so intimate with the family of a prom- 
inent and popular lobbyist who was 
supposed to represent Jay Gould, C. P. 
Huntington and other men of large in- 
terests whenever anything concerned 
them in congress. All the parties are 
now dead, except the lady in the case, 
•whom I will call Mrs. Smitn, relates 
W. E. Curtis. She was a handsome, 
ambitious and frivolous woman, whose 
husband committed suicide by drown- 
ing H'imself in his bathtub. She lived 
a gay life afterward, but managed to 
keep many of her old friends.

it amounts almost to stultification." 


"Has there been any change in the 


manner of supplying tioops with fresh 
meat since this criticism was flrst 
made?" 


"Indeed there has. 
Cattle on the hoof 


are now being delivered in Cuba, slaugh- 
tered on the Island and delivered to the 
troops the following day and no com- 
p'.iint haa been made. Furthermore, so- 
called canned roast beef was dropped as 
a meat ration some time, I think, during 
last August or September. All of w hich 
shows that Ganeral Miles' reference to 
the method of supplying the- troops with 
meat as an experiment was correct,.and 
that his opinion, that beef on the block 
or on the hoof is the only suitable fresh 
meat ration for troops, was well founded. 


"The great majority of the papers ar.d 


ef the people, including the president (I 
know this from a conversation with him 
about three weeks since), believe that 
General Miles would not make a state- 
ment concerning any person or circum- 
stance which he did not honestly believe 
to be well founded and true."

ceive 112 pounds of flour, or. In lieu of 
flour, any one of the following: 112 
pounds soft bread. 100 pounds hard 
bread, or 125 pounds corn meal and 4 
pounds of baking powder. 


In addition to the bread and meat ra- 


tions the 100 men receive 15 pounds 
beans or, in lieu of beans, any one of 
the following: 15 pounds peas, 10 
pounds rice or 10 pounds hominy. For 
every 100 men 100 pounds of potatoes 
are furnished, but this may be varied. 
Instead of tbe full amount, the Depart- 
ment sometimes cuts the potato rations 
down to 80 pounds and issues ia addi- 
tion 20 pounds onions, or it issues 70 
pounds potatoes and SO pounds canoed 
tomatoes, cabbages or beets. 


The same number ol men receive 


either 10 pounds green 
or 8 pounds 


roasted coffee, 2 pounds tea, 15 pounds 
sugar, or, in lieu of the latter, either 2 
gallons molasses or 2 gallons 
syrup. 


Among the sundries which are supplied 
are 1 gallon vinegar, 4 pounds salt, % 
pound pepper, 4 pounds soap and 1% 
pounds candles. 
.. 


For troops travelling otherwise than 


by marching or when separated for 
short periods from regular cooking fa- 
cilities, another class of rations Is is- 
sued. These include for the same 
uumber of men, and 
proportionate 


amounts if the bodies are larger or 
smaller, 75 pounds corned beef, 112% 
pounds soft bread or 110 pounds hard 
bread; 34 pounds baked beans, 100 
pounds canned tomatoes, 8 pounds 
roasted coffee, 15 pounds sugar, or, if it 
can be purchased by the commissary 
officer, 300 pints of liquid coffee. 


"But the rations of men on a march," 


said «n officer connected with the Com- 
missary Department, "or what ia 
known as field rations, cannot be des- 
ignated exactly. 
Hard bread, bacon, 


coffee, sugar and salt are supposed to 
bo In the possession of all the men. but 
I have known many days when we had 
.nothing, with bad water, to live on. 
Tiie bread, bacon and coffee are some- 
times reduced to bread or bacon, and, 
on the whole, the supply depends on 
i he proximity of the men to the base 
of supply." 


For bodies of troops going away 


from the Army proper to be gone six 
or eight days, who must depend for 
supplies on the country to which they 
are going, there are what is known as 
emergency rations. In the German Ar- 
my the emergency ration which was 
used in the Franco-German war was in 
the Shape of a sausage, and consisted 
of hashed beef, peas and bread, all 
tightly pressed into a parchment cas- 
ing, and known in the army as "Erbs- 
worst." This casing was removed and 
the contents thrown into boiling water, 
where it broke into fine particles and 
made a thick or a thin "stew," accord- 
ing to the amount of water used. The 
emergency ration for 100 men is at 
present 62 pounds of bacon packed in 
parafflne paper, 100 pounds hard bread 
in stout little bags, 25 pounds peameal 
in heavy paper, and 12 pounds of cof- 
fee, 
also packed to occupy the least 


possible space. Four pounds of salt, 4 
ounces ot pepper, 16 pennyweights of 
saccharine compou»d and 3 pounds of 
tobacco are also contained in the emer- 
gency kit. 


Women am Teachers. 


There are in the United States, 


roughly speaking, 350,000 school teach- 
ers, and of this number 120,000 are 
men and 230,000 are women. In other 
words, there are nearly twice as many 
female as male teachers, and the dis- 
parity is increasing year by year. Ac- 
cording to the last official census of 
Prussia there were 68,000 school teach- 
ers in the kingdom, of whom 9,000 were 
•women »nd 59,000 men. It is evident, 
therefore, that the Prussian preference 
is for male teachers, and in a way as 
marked as is the American preference 
for female teachers. 
In all Germany 


there are, including the 
Government, 


Church, and private schools, 135,000 
teachers aud the number of pupils is 
nearly 10,000,000. 
There are 140,000 


teachers In France, of whom 65,000 are 
men and 75,000 are women, the num- 
ber of each being subject to about the 
same ratio of Increase. There are, it 
Is supposed, about 100,000 teachers In 
Great Britain, but authentic figures 
ore lacking.

With all crops it is an important 


item in securing a good germination 
and u vigorous start to grow to ha\e 
the soil in good tilth when the seed is 
planted. 
One item in doing this is to 


have all the weeds, stalks and trash 
in such condition tba they will not in- 
terfere with the work of preparation. 


There is not a large percentage of 


plant food in dry grass, weeds and 
stalks. 
It the plant food they con- 


tain is desired, the only benefit se- 
cured is in turning them into the soil 
and the more economical plan would 
be to rake up and burn them: but tin.- 
mechanical effect is beneficial. Where 
the plan of rakiug up eveiything of 
this kind and burning it is followed 
for a series of yeurs, tbe land loses life 
and becomes harder to plow aud IHOI\J 
dithcnlt to work in and keep in good 
tilth. 


In addition to the little plant food 


they contain, materials of this kiii'l 
add humus to the soil making it looser 
and more pliable. With sown crops, 
like barley, oats and millet, materials 
of this kind may be turned so com- 
pletely under that the work of liar- 
rowing and seeding Avill not disturb 
them, and by the time it will bo ueces- 
sary to plow again they will be suffi- 
ciently rotted uot to interfere with 
working the soil. 


But with cultivated crops not only 


will more or loss of the trash plowed 
under be brought to the surface, but 
often in being brought up by the har- 
row or cultivator n bill of the crop 
will be lorn up. One of the best wajs 
of avoiding this trouble is by using 
a good stnlkoutter that will out The 
course material into such small pieces 
that they vill not interfere to any con- 
siderable extent with the work of 
preparation or of cultivation 


As with much other work of the 


fnrm, care to use the stalkcutter wli'-n 
the soil ami materials are in tin- best 
condition will help. 


One advantage iu late fail or early 


winter plowing is that the trash 
tinned under will rot. so that it will 
interfere but little with the work of 
cultivating thf> crops. Seed sown in a 
woll prepared soil, under favorable, 
conditions, not only germinates more 
readily, but the plants malce a more 
vigorous start to grow—both import- 
ant items in securing tbe best growth 
and yield. 


With the soil in good tilth when the 


seed is planted, it is easier to begin the 
cultivation early, the weeds may be 
kept down better and the soil kept in 
bettor tilth.—St Louis Republic. 


variouti kinds of foods and drmks into 
the mouth without swallowing them. 
It will then be found that it is quite 
impossible to distinguish many of the 
commonest foods and drinks. It the 
further precaution be taken to elimin- 
ate as much as possible the senses of 
touch and temperature upon the tongue 
by representing the material in liquid 
form or chopped into small bits, the 
results are still more striking. 


It is always difficult to eliminate the 


sense of smell in normal subjects. Pro- 
fessor Patrick was able, however, by 
experimenting with a subject possess- 
ing no sense of smell whatever, and 
comparing the results with those ob- 
tained from normal subjects, to get 
more accurate results as to the more 
important part played by smell in dis- 
tinguishing foods and drinks. 


It is, of course, generally known that 


what is popularly mistaken for the 
taste of coffee, tea and wine is only 
their aroma or odor. By these experi- 
ments, however, it was shown that cof- 
fee and tea have a distinct taste, which 
is simply bitter and cannot be distin- 
guished from a weak solution of qui- 
nine. A weak Infusion of coffee or tea, 
however, cannot be distinguished from 
water. 


Even with normal subjects, with the 


eyes and nose closed, twenty experi- 
ments with coffee gave tbe following 
results: It was caWed "coffee" once, 
"bitter" eleven times, "quinine" four 
times, "tea" three times and "milk" 
once. 


In 
the 
recognition of foods and 


drinks, as well as in their enjoyment, 
the sense of sight plays a much more 
prominent part than is usually sup- 
posed. 
With normal subjects blind- 


folded it was found impossible to dis- 
tinguish many of our common foods 
and drinks. Different kinds of meat 
and meat broths, as well as the differ- 
ent kinds of bread, were often confus- 
ed. 


One subject, a voman noted for her 


skill in cooking, made the following 
judgments: Raw potato chopped she 
called aeorns; boiled pumpkin she said 
was something sweet and flat; fres*; 
pear she called sweet berry slightly 
fermented; roast pork she called boil- 
ed beef; raw turnip, chopped, she call-

Another cau- 
tion is to get as far away from the rock 
as the fuse will let you, or else get be- 
hind some tree and close up to the 
trunk.

broken by a blast that was fired fully 
100 yards away. This was, of course, 
an exceptional case, but one does not 
want to get hit, even by an exceptional 
piece of rock.

Flih <-uffer In Cold Weather. 


It doubtless occurred to very few 


people to pity the fish during the ex- 
tremo cold weather of last winter, yet 
they suffer quite as much as other ani- 
mals, only in a different way. Like all 
otlier creatures fish must have oxygen 
to breathe, but instead of taking it in 
The form of air they get theirs in solu- 
tions with tho water in •which they 
live. This supply must, however, be 
constantly rone wed from the air, and 
when ilie water is frozen over for any 
length of time, the stock is, of course, 
shut off, and the fish suffocate just as 
much as you would shut up in a box. 
Tins is moro apt to happen in ponds 
and small lakes, as in all large bod- 
ies of water air holes aro sure to exist 
at frequent intervals . If you should 
examine those air holes, yon would 
always find large schools of fish con- 
gregated about them eager for tue 
fresh oxygon. 


Cliemical» for "Weed*. 


Prof. L. R. Jones, of the Vermont 


Experiment Station, has investigated 
the matter of destroying weeds on 
roads and gravel walks by means of 
chemicals, considerably, and says that 
the following chemicals seem most 
useful: 
Salt, sulphate of copper, sul- 


phuric acid, carbolic acid, kerosene, 
and arsenic. 
Salt is most commonly 


used on walks to keep down weeds, 
and if liberally applied, will destroy 
most of them. 
Prof. Shutt, of the 


Experiment Farms at Ottawa, Canada, 
recommends 
the 
following: 
One 


pound of white arsenic, two pounds of 
washing soda, three gallons of water; 
boil and dilute with, three times the 
volume of water; apply while warm, in 
fine weather. 
A thorough applica- 


tion at the beginning of the season will 
be sufficient to keep 
a path 
clean 


throughout the Summer. 
A simpler 


and very effective formula is as fol- 
lows: 
Two pounds of sulphate of 


copper or blue vitriol; six gallons of 
hot water; dissolve and apply as a 
spray, or through an ordinary sprink- 
ling pot 
Any one having consider- 


able trouble with weeds and grass 
growing on roads and paths, will do 
well to try these mixtures during the 
coming season.
